2.1.4.2. Stress 

Word stress is unpredictable and therefore phonemic. Stress usually falls 
on the penultimate syllable: kayu wood, baley house, makapala 7 thick. In a 
large number of words it falls on the final syllable, this being synchronically 
unpredictable: maheme full, mabaha 7 heavy, lumampao to walk. In other words 
stress falls on the third-last syllable: 1 \ kudu 7 back, dakele 7 many. 

Stress contrast is shown by the following pairs: sahaQ tree sp. and saharj 
ant, mamuku (stem buku) to kneel and mamuku (stem puku) to bend, pahfgi well and 
pahigf knife. 

In the present work stress in Ban is indicated wherever it does not fall on 
the penultimate syllable of the word. 
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
